Finding Work on Farms is 
Basis of Scheme Under- 
taken by Aberhart Gov- 


ernment, 


Drafting of a plan for the care of 
single unemployed men during the 
winter months is occupying the at- 
tention of the provincial govern- 
ment, Premier William Aberhart an- 
nounced on Monday. It is hoped 
that between 3,000 and 4,000 will be 
assisted by the scheme 

The Premier pointed out that 
while care of physically fit single 
unemployed is the Dominion gov- 
ernment's responsibility, any applic- 
ations by them for relief should be 
made to the provincial relief branch, 


They will be given medical examin- 
ations to determine their fitness 
The unfit are the charge of the 


province. 

Work upon this scheme for care 
of single men, follows upon pas- 
sage of the Order-in-Council au- 
thorizing payment of a partial divi- 
dend of $5 a month to individuals 
in rural municipalities, on condition 
that the municipalities put up $2.50 
a month 

In cases where greater financial 
assistance is required, the province 
will increase its cash contribution 
dollar for dollar with the municip- 
alities, 


FINDING FARM WORK 


The municipalities will be entitl- 
ed to seek work for the amount 
they put up but the provincial con- 


tribution will not be redeemable in 
work, 
The scheme under consideration 


for care of the single unemployed 


will be along similar lines to one 
in vogue in the last two winters, 
namely, the placing of men on 
farms. About 1,200 were placed last 
year. 

In the past when single unem- 
ployed were placed on farms, the} 


farmer provided board and lodging 
and the government paid the mai 
$5. 

The present scheme calls for the 
Same arrangement, plus payment of 


$5 to the farmer. A limitation of 
five hours a day will be 
placed on such cases 

DUAL BENEFIT 


This scheme, it is hoped will ben- 
efit both men and farmers. Steps 
will be taken to prevent farmers 
discharging hired help in orae: 
obtain labor under this scheme. 

Farmers interested should com- 
municate with secretary-treasurers 
of their districts, who in turn, will 
get in touch with the government. | 

Plans for the scheme are not yet 
complete, but the government is} 
hopeful of an early settlement, |

TARIFFS WILL 
AID DOMINION 


Col. Kincaid-Smith Sees 
Increased Sales in Unit- 
ed States 


Lowering of the tariff walls by 
the incoming Rt. Hon. W. L. Mac- 
kenzie King's Liberal government 
will grea¢ly increase purchase by 
the United States of Canadian 
goods, declared Col. Kincaid-Smith, 
noted British soldier, globe trotter 
and student of economic affairs, on 
his arrival here Sunday in the 
course of an international tour 
which will take him to Manchuria, 
for which point he sails from Van- 


couver on Nov, 2. 
Col. Kincaid-Smith said that he 


felt Canadian meat sales to the U.S. 
would be materially increased as a 
result of the recent dominion elec- 


tion. The American people, who 
were growing increasingly discon- 
tented under the high commodity 


prices, were showing a decided pro- 
clivity for Canadian goods, 

Col. Kincaid-Smith is convinced 
that the present international crisis 
in Europe will lead to a general re- 
vision of the mandates granted by 
the League of Nations. He feels 
that to keep peace in the European 
“family” that Britain and France 
will cede some of their African co- 
lonies to other nations needing 
more colony territory. 

He expressed himself as intense- 


ly interested in Social Credit, al-
